New Zealand—H.M. Trade Commissioner for New Zealand 
(Mr. G. H. F. Rolleston), writing in regard to the machinery 
trade, states that the German manufacturer, in giving a quotation, 
does not seem to be afraid to give detailed particulars of his goods 
which the British manufacturer apparently regards it as detri- 
mental to his business to divulge before receiving a definite order. 
British firms sometimes appear to treat probable customers in New 
Zealand, away from the centres of competition, in the same way 
as they do buyers in England who are in telephonic communication 
with competing sellers. 

Mr. Rolleston adds that full particulars, with prices for items 
stated separately and shipping specifications worked out in detail, 
are of great assistance to local firms in tendering for contracts, 
enabling them to submit prices with a certainty of being covered 
as regards freights. 





CONFIDENTIAL INFORMATION. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firms desirous of receiving contidential 
information as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed on a special Register at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has met 
with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady increase in 
the number of names so registered. Hitherto no charge has been 
made for admission to the Register, the only requirement being 
subscription to the “ Board of Trade Journal.” ‘The great increase 
in the number of names inscribed, and in the amount of informa- 
tion distributed has, however, now rendered it necessary to make a 
small charge for the service, and accordingly firms desirous of 
utilising this source of information are now (since Ist April, 
1910) required to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W., for 
the service, including the supply of the “‘ Board of Trade Journal,” 
instead of merely subscribing to the “Journal” as at present 
through the Government Sale Agents. British firms who wish to 
have their names-registered should apply in writing to the Director, 
Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, 
E.C., for the necessary form of application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers 
in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and 
the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and 
from other sources available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

Notre.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready 
to answer enquiries on specific subjects,* as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MARCH, 1910.* 


I.—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for March, 1910, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1909, show increases in the values 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and of the Exports 
both of the Produce and Manufactures of the United Kingdom and 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 


The value of the Imports in March was 58,120,393/., an 
increase of 6,106,928/., or 11°7 per cent., as compared with 
March, 1909; whilst the total Exports amounted to 42,855,5461., 
an increase of 3,590,554/. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures 
of the United Kingdom show an increase of 2,486,885/., or 7°8 per 
cent., as compared with March, 1909; whilst there is an increase 
of 903,669/., or 12°0 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and 
Colonial Merchandise. 


II.—IMPORTS.

V.—SHIPPING IN MARCH. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
March, 1910, amounted to 3,152,698 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,626,513 tons, as against 3,129,060 tons entered, and 
4,655,480 tons cleared, during March, 1909. With regard to th 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during March 
1910, amounted to 2,769,148 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 
2,719,328 tons, as against 2,643,006 tons entered, and 2,619,97 
tons cleared in March, 1909. 


VI—THREE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MARCH). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the three months ended March, 1910, amounted to 
8,965,321 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 12,669,402 tons, as 
against 8,820, 091 tons entered and 12,979,088 tons cleared during 
the three months ended March, 1909. With regard to the 
coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the three 
months ended March, 1910, amounted to 7,683,218 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 7,570,146 tons, as against 7,607,471 tons 
entered and 7,505,299 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1909.

It will be noticed that there is an increase shown in all the 
items except timber, hemp, specie, and re-exports. Though no 
increase may be looked for in timber in the current year, the 
present prices for hemp are considerably higher than those of a 
year ago, and the output this year should be considerably greater 
than last. 

The wool market has recovered from the temporary fall in wool 
prices, and the prices realised at recent wool sales in New Zealand 
have been as high as in the prosperous years 1906 and 1907. 

The meat market suffered from a fall in prices during 1909, but 
the extra output, owing to a favourable season, more than com- 
pensated for the lower values, The 1909 figures showed an increase 
in the value of meat exported of approximately 475,000/. Recent 
rains have ensured an abundance of feed, and the value of the 
output of frozen meat in 1910 should equal, if not exceed, that in 
1909. 

The favourable condition of the pastures will prolong the dairy 
season, and there should be a considerable increase in the value of 
butter and cheese exported in 1910. This industry is rapidly 
growing in importance. 

A larger area of wheat and oats will be reaped this year than 
last. Though the weather conditions for harvest have not been 
altogether favourable in some parts of the country, there should be 
no falling off in the value of grain exported. 

Money for legitimate enterprise is now much more easily obtain- 
able than a year ago. The banks doing business in New Zealand 
have given notice that the rate of interest allowed on fixed deposits 
is reduced. 

Prospects generally for 1910 are bright, and with the financial 
conditions improved by the rapid recovery of the export trade in 
1909, the import market in the current year should not fail to 
show expansion.

forbid any person to possess, transfer, give or sell any bhang or

The present regulations, which repeal the Import Regulations 
previously in force under Statutory Rules (Nos. 84 of 1906 and 127 
of 1908)* provide for the prohibition of the importation of certain 
goods into the Commonwealth, unless there is applied to them a 
‘trade description” in prescribed form. 
| The full text of the new regulations is as follows :— 


Part I.—INTRODUCTORY. 
Definitions. 
In these regulations, unless the contrary intention appears— 
“ Coverings” means all the principal coverings in which goods

are contained, and in which such goods 2 are usually so!d 
wholesale or retail. 

“ Disease,” in relation to fruit, plants, seeds, maize, or potatoes, 
means any abnormal condition of or in such goods, 
whether consisting of the presence of, or caused by or 
due to the operations, development, growth or decay of, 
any insect or fungus, and also, in relation to fruit, 
includes the condition known as “ Bitter Pit.” 

“Food” and “drink” include every article used as food or 
drink by man other than drugs and water. 

“Gold-plated” and “gilt” mean coated with gold by the 
electric process, or by any other process which results in 
2 covering of gold of a quality and thickness other than 
that defined for rolled gold or gold-cased goods. 

“ Leather ” means leather intended for or usually employed in 
the manufacture of boots, shoes, and other apparel. 

“* Manures ” includes all substances intended for or commonly 
used as fertilisers of the soil, except farm-yard or stable 
manures and crude materials for the manufacture of 
manures. 

“Plants” includes every part of any plant (except the seed) 
intended for planting or purposes of propagation. 

“ Rolled gold” and “gold-cased ” mean material consisting of 
a base metal covered by mechanical means with a shell 
or covering of gold of such quality and thickness as will 
effectively protect the underlying base metal from the 
action of pure nitric acid. 

“Sole” in relation to boots and shoes means all! that part of 
the boot or shoe which in use is under the foot of the 
wearer, except only the thin slip of leather, paper, or the 
like, which is affixed to the upper surface of the inner sole. 

“Sound” and “Soundness” have relation to freedom from 
disease, damage, or decay. 


Ships’ Stores. 


These regulations shall not apply to ships’ stores brought to or 


shipped in Australia. 


Part I1.—TRapE Descriprions oF Imports. 
Conditional Prohibition of Certain Imports. 


The importation of the goods enumerated in the next succeeding 


regulation is prohibited unless there is applied to such goods a 
trade description in accordance with this part. 


Imports to which a Trade Description must be applied. 


The goods to which the foregoing regulation applies are as

Trade Descriptuon—General Requirements. 


The trade description to be applied in accordance with this Part 
shall comply with following provisions :—- 

(a) It shall be in the form of a principal label or brand affixed 
in a prominent position and in as permanent a manner 
as practicable to the goods, or where affixture to the 
goods is impracticable, to the coverings containing the 

“ goods ; and 

(>) It shall contain in prominent and legible characters a 
true description of the goods, and the name of the country 
or place in which the goods were made or produced; and 

(c) In cases where any weight or quantity is set out, it shall 
specify whether the weight or quantity so set out is gross 
or net. 


Trade Description—-—Additional Requirements in Certain Cases. 


In the case of the following goods, the trade description shall, 
in addition, comply with the following provisions :— 

(a) In the case of articles used as food or drink by man, or 
used in the preparation of articles used as food or drink 
by man, and containing any deleterious or preservative 
substance, the trade description shall include a statement 
setting fortn that the articles contain the deleterious or 
preservative substance, and in the case of preservative 
substances, the amount thereof per pint or pound weight 
of the goods. 

(b) In the case of foods for infants, if the food is not suitable 
for general use for infants under the age of six months, 
the trade description shall include, in legible characters 
and conspicuously displayed, the following words, 
namely, “ Not suitable for infants under the age of six 
months.” 

(c) In the case of milk, the trade description shall describe the 
milk as condensed milk, concentrated milk, dried milk, 
or condensed skimmed milk, as the case requires. 

(d) In the case of fruit, fresh or dried, the trade description 

shall set out its condition as to cleanness and freedom 
from disease. 
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COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA— continued. 


(e) In the case of medicines and medicinal preparations prepared 
ready for internal use, and containing more than 17:5 
per cent. by volume of proof spirit (equivalent to 10 per 
cent. by volumegof ethyl alcohol) the trade description 
shall include a statement setting out the percentage, by 
volume, of proof spirit contained in the goods. 

(f) In the case of medicines and medicinal preparations for 
internal or external use, if the goods contain any of the 
following drugs, or the active principles, salts, compounds, 
derivatives, or preparations thereof, viz. :— 

Bromides, iodides, chloral, chloretone, dionin, dormiol, 
paraldehyde, heroin, sulphonal, veronal, or any 
natural or synthetic hypnotic substance ; or 

Cantharides, cotton root, ergot, oil of pennyroyal, oil 
of rue, oil of savin, oil of tansy, oil of parsley, or 
any emmenagogue or reputed abortifacient sub- 
stance ; or 

Any drugs of vegetable origin being or containing 
any poisonous alkaloid, glucoside, or similar 
potent principle, or any derivative thereof; or 

Acetanilide, exalgine, phenacetin, phenazone, or any 
allied analgesic or antipyretic substance ; or 

Any salt of arsenicum, barium, copper, lead, or 
mercury ; or 

Adrenaline or the like, bromoform, carbolic acid, 
chloroform, creosote, cresylic acid, hydrocyanic 
acid, free phosphorus, nitroglycerin, or methy- 
lated spirit. 

the trade description shall include an explicit statement 
to such etfect, setting out, in regard to any substance 
specifically named in this list, such specified name of the 
substance, or, in the case of any substance included but 
not specifically named in this list, the name most 
commonly applied to the substance in the English 
language in the pharmacopceias of Great Britain and the 
United States of America, or in the British Pharma- 
ceutical Codex or other recognised authority, and also 
the quantity or proportion of the drug present in the 
oods. 

(g) In the case of manures the trade description shall be 
indelibly branded tpon the bags or other coverings, and 
shall include a statement of the name and percentage of 
each principal active constituent of the manure in terms 
of one or more of the following, as the case requires, 
viz.: — nitrogen, available phosphoric acid, and 
potash (K,O). 


(h) In the case of articles of apparel the trade description 


shall state the nature of the principal material of which 
the articles are made. 
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COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA—continued. 


Where articles of apparel are manufactured of fibrous 
material containing not more than 10 per cent. of 
fibre other than the preponderating fibre, the 
name of the preponderating fibre (e.g., ‘“‘ wool ”) 
may be used to indicate the nature of the material. 
In other cases the trade description shall set out 
the names of the principal fibres present in the 
material, or, alternatively, describe the material 
as being made of the preponderating fibre ‘and 
other fibres ” (e.g., ‘‘ wool and other fibres ”). 

(i) In the case of piece-goods intended for or commonly used 
in the manufacture of articles of apparel the trade 
description shall specify the names of the principal fibres 
of which the material is composed. 

Where the material does not contain more than 10 per 
cent. of fibre other than the preponderating fibre, 
the name of the preponderating fibre may be used 
in the trade description to indicate the nature of 
the material. In other cases the trade description 
shall set out the names of the principal fibres 
present in the material, or, alternatively, describe 
the material as being made of the preponderating 
fibre “‘and other fibres” (¢.g., “‘ wool and other 
fibres”). In cases where any substance (other 
than ordinary dressing) has been used in the 
preparation or manufacture which has the effect 
of loading or weighting the material the word 
“loaded” or “ weighted” shall also be included 
in the trade description. 

(j;) In the case of boots and shoes manufactured wholly or 
partly from leather or any imitation thereof, the trade 
description shall set out the. principal material from 
which they are made, and, unless the soles are solid 
leather, without admixture or addition other than ordi- 
nary fillers of cork or of waterproofed felt, shall state the 
nature of the admixture or addition, and a statement of the 
material or materials composing the sole shall, in addition, 
be conspicuously, legibly, and indelibly stamped upon or 
impressed into the outer surface of the sole of each boot 
or shoe. 

(k) In the case of leather containing any loading of any 
mineral or other weighting substance, the trade descrip- 
tion shall include a statement setting out the name of 
each loading substance contained in the leather, and the 
percentage thereof. Provided that the following shall 
not be deemed to be loading substances within the 
meaning of this regulation :— 

In the case of sole leather—glucose and sugar to the 
extent of not more than 3 per cent. taken together,

and fats and oils to the extent of not more than 
o per cent. taken together; and 

In the case of leather other than sole leather—glucose 
and sugar to the extent of not more than 3 per 
cent. taken together, and fats and oils used in the 
manufacture and preparation of the leather. 

(t) In the case of gold jewellery the carat quality shall be 
conspicuously set out in the trade description applied to 
the goods, and shall also, where practicable, be legibly 
stamped or engraved upon each article. 

In the case of jewellery wholly or partly covered by 
gold, the words ‘rolled gold,” “gold cased,” 
‘gold plated,” or ‘‘ gilt,” as the case requires, 
shall be conspicuously set out in the trade des- 
cription applied to the goods, and shall also, where 
practicable, be legibly stamped upon each article. 

In the case of silver jewellery not marked with a 
British hall-mark, the degree of millesimal fine- 
ness (e.g., ‘‘*925 fine”) shall be conspicuously set 
out in the trade description applied to the goods, 
and the number indicating such degree of mille- 
simal fineness shall also, where practicable, be 
legibly stamped or engraved upon each article. 

In the case of jewellery which, not being gold or silver, 
nor coated with gold or silver, is coloured to 
represent gold or silver or gold and silver, the 
words “imitation jewellery” shall be conspicu- 
ously set out in the trade description applied to 
the goods, and the word “imitation” shall also, 
where practicable, be legibly stamped upon each 
article. 

(m) In the case of agricultural seeds, the trade description 
shall state the names of the seeds and their condition as 
to soundness, cleanness, and newness.* 

(n) In the case of plants, the trade description shall state the 
names of the plants and their condition as to freedom 
from or affection by any disease or pest. 

These regulations shall not apply to small packets of seeds 
received by post or to seeds imported otherwise than as mer- 


chandise. 








* NoTE.—Trade descriptions as to soundness, cleanness, and newness are to be 


interpreted as follows :— 
‘Sound ’—as indicating freedom from disease (as defined above), and from 
damage or decay. 
“ Clean ”’—as indicating freedom from seeds other than those named in the 
trade description, and from other foreign substances such as chaff, stalks, 
soil, &c. 
‘‘ New ”—as indicating that the seed has been gathered during the immediately 
preceding harvest time in the country or place named in the trade 
description.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


With reference to the Notices which appeared in the “ Board of 
—— oe Trade Journal” of the 17th December, 1908 
«p (pp. 566-7) and 6th January, 1910 (p. 28) 

etroleum . . . 
Ordinance, 1908.” respectively, dealing with the ‘ Petroleum 
; Ordinance, 1908,” the Board of Trade have 
now received a copy of the “Straits Settlements Government 

Gazette” of 4th March last, which contains copy of the Rules 

(No. 281 of 1910) which have been issued under that Ordinance 

to regulate the import, export, transport, &c., of petroleum by sea. 

The rules provide, inter alia, that particulars must be given to 
the Port Officer in writing as to the quantity, destination and 
nature of petroleum carried as cargo, and he will then arrange 
for an Inspector to take samples for purposes of testing in a 
prescribed manner if the petroleum is to be landed. If none of 
the petroleum is to be landed, the Inspector may take samples or 
not, for testing as he thinks fit. 

All petroleum arriving at any port in the Straits Settlements 
shali be liable to inspection, notwithstanding any previous in- 
spection made or testing certificate obtained. In the case, how- 
ever, of bond fide Inter-Settlement shipments, or shipments from a 
port in the Federated Malay States, the Inspector may accept the 
testing certificate previously granted by an Inspector at any port 
of the Colony or of the Federated Malay States, and dispense with 
@ re-inspection of the petroleum. 

In the case of export, notice must be given in writing to the 
Port Officer, not less than six hours before applying for the port 
clearance, of the intention to carry petroleum as cargo, of the 
maximum quantity to be carried, and of the manner of storage. 
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STRAITS SETTLEMENTS —continued. 


Application for permit to tranship or land petroleum must be 
made in writing in prescribed form. No dangerous petroleum 
shall, within the limits of any port, be taken out of any vessel in 
which it has been imported, nor carried in any tongkang, lighter 
or other similar vessel, unless licensed, except under the direct 
supervision of a responsible and experienced person. 

The above Rules are not applicable to the transport of petroleum 
in quantities not exceeding 4 gallons contained in properly sealed 
receptacles. 

The Rules also lay down regulations regarding testing, restrictions 
placed upon vessels that have carried dangerous petroleum, and 
penalties for any breach thereof. 


The same issue of the “Gazette” also contains copies of By- 
Laws (Nos. 282-5) regulating the transport 
and storage of petroleum, which have been 
issued in accordance with section 30 of the

SPAIN. 


The following information is from the report by the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid (Mr. A. Robertson) on the 
trade of Spain in 1909, which will shortly be issued :— 

Several cases were brought to the notice of H.M. Embassy during 
1909 in which ‘fines had been imposed on 


a. ships for clerical errors in their bills of lading 
pina th or manifests. It cannot be too often urged 


that great care should be taken to see that 
these documents are correct in every particular, for in case of 
inaccuracy a fine is imposed and has to be deposited, even if there 
is obviously no intention to defraud, as in the case of a bill of 
lading which shows a weight of consignment in excess of that 
actually carried. 

It may also be well to state that in the case of fines of less than 
10,000 pesetas the amount must be deposited with the local 
authorities, however unjust the imposition may appear. For fines 
of 10,000 pesetas or over, a guarantee for the amount, drawn up in 
the form given in Appendix 19 to the ‘“‘Ordenanzas de Aduanas,” 
is accepted by the customs authorities. 

If it is desired to protest against the fine, a petition drawn up 
in Spanish on stamped paper, setting forth the facts of the case 
and appealing for the remission of the fine, should be addressed 
without delay to the Director-General of Customs at Madrid. If 
a copy of this petition is forwarded to H.M. Ambassador, His 
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Shipping and Transport. 


— 





Excellency will consider the propriety of approaching the Director- 
General with a view to supporting the appeal. It is imperative, 
however, that scrupulous regard should be paid to the technical 
requirements of the customs regulations in this matter. 


Attention may be drawn to Article 132, paragraph 6, of the 
idenution regulations for the execution of the Emigration 
Revelations Law of 1907, which prohibits the embarkation 
' of Spanish emigrants in foreign ports without 
the authorisation of the Superior Council of Emigration. This 
regulation, which does not appear in the original law, has 
apparently been devised to prevent the departure from Spain of 
persons accused of criminal offences, and of women under age. It 
is, of course, clear that it cannot be directly enforced in foreign 
ports, which are outside Spanish jurisdiction; it may, however, 
be indirectly enforced in the case of vessels habitually doing 
emigration business in Spanish ports. Such vessels are required 
by law to take out a Spanish licence allowing them to take 
emigrants on board, and this licence might be refused or with- 
drawn in the case of companies declining to be bound by the 
above regulation. Over unlicensed vessels the Spanish Govern- 
ment would have no control.

near Piura and shipped from Paita, the high 
quality being attributable to the peculiarities of the soil and climate 
of this narrow belt of coastland. Five good crops may be obtained 
from one planting, the third year representing the maximum yield. 

Irrigation is being applied to increasing the cultivable areas in the 

departments of Piura and Lima, a canal 22 miles long forming 

the base of distribution in the former locality. Cotton manu- 
facturing is carried on in five well-equipped factories at Lima, one 
in Arequipa and one in Ica. The annual consumption of raw 
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PERU—continued. 

material is about 3,000 tons, the native product being classed as 
superior to the imported article. ‘The Government encourages the 
industry by the distribution of seeds to cotton planters and by 
legislation favourable to the factories. 

The wool produced in 1907 was valued at 456,669/., the quantity 
exported being over 4,000 tons. Alpacas, sheep and llamas are 
the wool-bearing animals of the country. The introduction of 
Patagonian sheep for crossbreeding is a recent development in the 
pastoral industry; a British enterprise conducts a sheep ranch 
extending over 130 square miles. Five woollen factories are 
worked, preparing about 600,000 kilogs. of wool for the market 
annually. The output, however, fails to satisfy the local demand, 
and there is a large import trade in woollen goods. 


Rubber, which was obtained in 1907 to the value of 954,5821., is 
collected in large quantities in the forest 
Rubber Industry. regions and shipped down the Amazon. The 
exports of rubber in 1908 were 2,536 tons, 
valued at 604,3111. 

Pending the enactment of a law for the protection of the rubber 
industry, legislative measures are in effect whereby all decrees and 
resolutions of a general character concerning the working of 
leased lands in the Montajia containing timber and rubber trees 
are abrogated.
